MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE, 


From the Baptist Missionary Magazine, 
TowrTTryasta Tt 


JOURNAL OF MR. KINCAID, 
Kyun-doung, ond ether villages—Tiacta well 
bestowed. 

Pushed off abont 11 o’clock; passed several 
or villawes, and at sundown reached Kyun- 
doung, said to contain 300 houses; but I should 
not judge there were more than 150. It is a plea- 
sant place, standing on the west side of the river, 
The houses are neatly built, standing principally 
upon one long, clean street, and it has the appear- 
ance of beinga place of some trade. ‘T'wo mon- 
asteries and one pagoda stand upon an elevated 
piece of ground, a little back, and show to good 
advantage. A few Chinese have shops here, but 
they trade, I imagine, on a small scale. They 
gathered around me, as if I had been an old 
friend. ‘They asked a multitude of questions 
about Canton, Pinang, Calcutta, and Ava—as if 
I must necessarily be acquainted with every body 
and every thing in those cities. Had conversa- 
tion till late in the evening, with a group of re- 
spectable looking Burmans. Gave them two 
books anda few tracts, which they professed to 

be very anxious to read, 

The country is still mountainous, leaving but 
little good ground for cultivation, and yet much of 
the rich soil remains in its native state. 

3. Having a little moon-light, we pushed on 
till seven o’clock in the evening, and put up at 
Kyouk-mau, a village of fifty or sixty houses, on 
the west bank. Here are two monasteries and 
eleven monks ; five of whom came down to my 
boat, and remained till after ten, listening to read- 
ing and arguments in proof of the being and per- 
fections of God. Several of the villagers also 
came and listened. After we had all gone to 
sleep, I was roused by a low voice, saying, 
‘'Peacher, teacher ;’ and, starting up, I saw a 
man standing in the water, by the boat. Before I 
had time to make any inquiry, he began to apolo- 
gize for disturbing me at that time of the night, 
and said he had been absent, and when he return- 
ed, a neighbor read to him a tract about God.— 
Learning where he had got it, and fearing I 
might be gone before day-light, he resolved to 
come at once. It was very dark, but I could 
perceive by his voice that he was an old man. In 
few words I explained to him the character of God, 
and the provision God has made for the happiness 
of intelligent beings ; and gave hima small book 
and two tracts. ‘The poor old man went away, 
pouring forth a torrent of kind wishes, and sa 
he wished to understand this. For the first time 
in his life, he has heard there is an eternal God, 
who made the heavens and the earth.

Of the character of the deceased 1 know 
nothing, except from the article alluded to. That, 
aside from the above extract, is highly commen- 
datory, and | have no doubt he was a pious, de- 
voted, useful man. Indeed, I am_ inclined to be- 
lieve he was uncommonly so. But that he was 
never “known to be guilty of a sin,” I must pre- 
sume to doubt, the opinion of the Rev. Bishop to 
the contrary notwithstanding. I acknowledge 
that my acquaintance with the characters of dis- 
tinguished christians is quite limited, but so far as 
it extends, I have never seen expressions like the 
above used. Indeed, I had supposed that they 
never could with propriety, or even with truth be 
applied toany mere man. We have in the Serip- 
tures of the Old and New Tesiaments---impartial 
histories, of many pious, devoted men, but I had 
never supposed that any of them arrived to a state 
uf sinless perfection in this life. It was said of 
Job, “ that there was none like him in the earth—

1. The ministerial government of the Congrega- 
tional churches was then too monarchical.

I received this narration many 
years since, and frem a source entitled to the fullest 
credit. Indeed, this transaction was in perfect kcep- 
ing with the general state of things io New England 
at that day. This was an influence and authority 
which might have had a moral effect on the people, 
but any truly religious effect or benefit to the cause 
of Christ could not be expected.

Report of the Ex imining Committee of the Wesleyan | 
University for the term ending July 2d. 1838. | 
Ma. Eprrorn:—The Committee of Examination of 
the Wesleyan University having accomplished the 
work assigned them, beg leave, through you, to make 
to the public a brief report of the result of their inves- 
tigations. 
The committee commenced their examination in 
concurrence with the Faculty of the Institution, on 


Thursday June 28th, and continued with the necessa- 
ry intervals, until late on Saturday evening the 30th 
During that period, they not only heard the recita- 
tions of the young gentlemen assembled here for the 
purpose of instruction, but were with them at thei 
meals. observed their conduct when assembled for 
devotion, and took some notice of their general de 
meanor. Of the great mass of them, the committes 
have no hesitancy to say, that they demeaned them- 
selves with the order and propriety of gentlemen. 


During the three days devoted to the business of the 


examination, recitations were heard in the Latin 


Greek, French, Spanish, and Hebrew languages ; in) 
Alvebra, Geometry, Trigonometry, Surveying, and | 
Navigation; in the various branches of naturel 


science, including mixed Mathematics, in Natural 
History, Chemistry, Mineralogy, Rhetoric, Politica 
Ethics, Moral Philosophy, and the Evi-|

dences of Christianity. 

The examination in all these departments was) 
hiehly creditable, and such as to shew that the great} 
iter of Colle¢iate Education is here attained. The) 
mind disciplined, and the basis of useful knowledge is 
Jaid Che system of instruction bere pursued, and | 
the manner in which it is made by the officers of in- 
struction to bear upon the habits and inclinations of 
the young men, members of the Institution, seem to 
the committe e, to meet the object in view. 

We are happy to add that instruction in the Hebrew 
ianguage may now be had at the institution. The 
present committee had the happiness to hear the ex- 
amination of the first Hebrew class in the Wesleyan 
University. The class was small, but their perform- 


ance was highly respectable. This branch of instruc- 
tion is noder the charge of the Rev. W. M. Willett, 
who is himself a pupil of the Rev. George Bush, 
Hebrew Professor in the N. Y. University. 

The religious and moral state of the University is 
good. On the Sabbath immediately following the ex- 
amination, a portion of the committee had the happi- 
ness to partake of the Eucharist in communion with 
the Professors, and perhaps half the students belong- 
ing to the Institution. 

To God and the public we commend the Wesleyan

“* In a Singapore paper of the Ist Feb. just ~,- 
ed, we find an official notification from the Governor 
General of British India, which is cf the most -im- 
portant character. ge oy vessels may now touch 
at port or ports in India, take freight for China, 
or they may be employed steadily in the carrying 
trade between China and India, though it seems, not 
allowed to import merchandise from China into In- 
dia. This measure of the Hon. Court of Directors 
of the British East India Company appears to have 
been totally unexpected by the English residents here 
as well as by the Americans: and it is difficult to 
conjecture what considerations could have induced 
its adoption, or what further change of policy it may 
indicate.” —Journal of Commerce. 


Stncucar Occurrence.—The N. ¥Y. Journal of 
Commerce relaies two very remarkable cases of in- 
sanity brought upon two young men in that city, on 
the morning of the 4th instant, while bathing near 
Castle Garden.

Dr. Corton Maruer, in “ An Historical Intro- 
duction” to his funeral sermon upon Mr. Ezexien 
CueeEvER, after learned remarks on grammarians and 
schoolmasters, gives the following account of his own 
revered preceptor : 

“* We generally concur in acknowledging that New 
England has never known abetter. Iam sure! have 
as much reason to appear for him as ever Crito had 
for his master Socrates. The short bistory of his long 
usefulness is to be comprised in the ensuing articles. 
‘** He was born in London many years before the birth 
of New England. It was January 25th, 1614. {fe 
arrived in this country in June, 1637, with the rest of 
those good men, who sought a peaceable secession in 
an American wilderness, for the pure evangelical and 
instituted worship of our great Roleemer, to which 
he kept astrict adherence all his days. He then so- 
journed first, a little while, part of a year, at Boston: 
so that at Bostomhe both commenced and concluded 
his American race. His holy life was a married life. 
He died in Boston, August 2ist, 1708, in the ninety- 
fourth year of his age; after he bad been a skilful, 

ainful, faithful schoolmaster for seventy years; and 
ad the singular favor of Heaven, that though he had 
usefully spent his life among children, yet he had not 
become twice a child, but held his abilities, with his 
usefulness, in an unusual degree, to the very last.” 

In the Sermon, Dr. Mather says, “1t was noted, 
that, when scholars came to be admitted into the Col- 
lege, they who came from the Cheeverian education, 
were generally the most unexceptionable. He flour- 
ished so long in the great work of bringing our sons 
to be men, that it gave him an opportunity to send 
forth many Bezaleels and Aholiabs for the service of 
the tabernacle, and men fitted for all good employ- 
ments. He that was my master seven and thirty 
years ago, was a master to many of my betters no less 
than seventy years ago; so long ago, that | must even 
mention my father’s tutor for one of them.” 

“ He lived as a master the term which has been, for 
above three thousand years, assigned for the life of 
man; he continued to the ninety-fourth year of his 
age,— his intellectual force as little abated as his nat- 
ural.” 

In a poetical “ Essay” on his memory, Dr. M. as- 
cribes the learning of New England to him and to 
Corlet, another eminent schoolmaster, who taught 
the grammar school in Cambridge for many years, 
and who is celebrated in the Magnalia : 

“Tis Corlet’s pains, and Cheever's, we must own, 

That thou, New England,art not Scythia on.”

An Act providing for the election of Sheriffs by the 


people. “ R 
d by the Senate and House of Rep- 
yen gueral Assembly convened, That 


resentatives in ! 
in case of the adoption of the proposed amend- 


ment to the Constitution of this state providing 
‘that a Sheriff shall be appointed in each county 
by the electors therein in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by law, who shall hold his office for 
‘hree years, removable by the General Assembly, 
and shall become bound with sufficient sureties 
to the Treasurer of the state for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of said office,’ the electors in 
each town in this state shall on the first Monday 
in April next, and on the first Monday of April in 
every third year thereafter unless otherwise here- 
inafter provided, proceed to the choice of a sheriff 
for the county in which such town 1s situated in 
the same manner as the Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor and other state officers are now chosen, 
and each elector may during said day while the 
pallot box shall remain open for the choice of state 
officers, deposite his vote for a sheriff in said box, 
which said vote may be on the same piece of 
paper with said state officers, designating against 
or over the name of the person voted for the office 
io which he is intended to be chosen. 

Sec. 2. The presiding officer of the electors 
meeting in each town shall, after the votes given 
as aforesaid for sheriff shall have been counted 
and declared in said meeting, make out and certi-

The persons in the several counties 
who shall be found on such canvass to have a 
majority respectively, of all the votes given in 
said counties for the office of sheriff, shall imme- 
diately thereafter be by said Secretary, Treasurer 
and Comptroller declared to be elected. It shall 
be the duty of the Secretary to give notice by 
mail to the persons elected respectively within 
three days after the declaration aforesaid, and the 
persons so elected shall from and after the first 
day of June next thereafter, on complying with 
the provisions of the act entitled ‘ an act relating 
to sheriffs,’ hold and exercise the office of sheriff 
in the counties for which’ they are severally de- 
clared to be elected, with all the powers and duties, 
and under all the liabilities now appertaining to 
said office. But the General Assembly next in 
session after said ehoice is declared, shall have 
power torevise the decision of the Secvetary, 
‘{'reasurer and Comptroller, and decide ultimately 
on the correctness and legality of their doings, 
and on all questions which may arise on the elec- 
tion of said officers. 

Sec. 4. Incase no person shall have a ma- 
jority of the votes given for sheriff in any county, 
the Secretary, Treasurer and Comptroller shall 
give public notice of the fact by publishing the 
same immediately, with the names of the two per 
sons who received the highest number of votes, 
in one of more newspapers published in the county 
in which such failure of election shall happen, or 
if there be no newspaper published in such coun- 
ty in one or more newspapers published in a coun- 
ty adjacent thereto, and thereupon, the electors 
in such county shall on the second Monday in 
May, then next, at the same “hour and place in 
their respective towns proceed to choose a sheriff 
from the two persons who received the highest 
number of votes at the previous election, on said 
first Monday of April, and the presiding officer of 
said last mentioned meeting, shall make return of 
the votes given at such meeting, for sheriff within 
five days thereafter to the Secretary of State and 
the town clerk of the town in the form aforesaid,
